effec of the laid Informants preaching ſhould prove bitter to 
him elf in the lacter end : for they proteſted co make him tread 
the ſame ſteps with ſorrow back again to other Kingdomes , 
whence he came , upon default of nor taking the Advice afore-

The ſaid Hanlon perceiving the Threatning ſent to the In- 
formant could not anſwer the end thereof , made an Edi

It followed that one: Cormacke Raver : O-Mwurpby, Herd(- 
man to one Lieutenant” Henry 'Beker, commuted ſeveral Rob- 
beries againſt ſeveral perſons'of the "County of Zowh rand Ar- 
mach , being encouraged thereunto from che. conlideration he 
had of his Maſters being an Officer of his Majeſties Rtand- 
ing Army, and concluding it ſafeguard enough to colour his 
Roguery , which ſo emboldened him to thac height of inſo- 
lency, that his Maſter could not be ſuppoſed able to anſwer 
£0 the one third of his Villany., upon. which. he was npeceſſi- 
rated to. deſert the ſervice' of his ſaid Maſter : which done , 
he joyned himſelf to the Tories (v4z.) the ſaid Hanlon and his 
company : leaving william Murphy his Brother as a pledge co

\ The faid Cormucke by his notorious actions rendered all of 
his name obn >xious though never. ſo honeſt: ſo that it was 
concluded upon by ſuch to joyn iſſue rogether ro bring him back 
gdeador alive ; and the firſt opportunity they found for that pur- 
pole was about September 1678, the Informant being at a meer- 
ng in his ſaid Pariſh on S»aday ; and after ſervice demanded 
ot one Thomas Murphy who had been abſent, what kept him 
fo long ; the ſaid Thomas in his Reply, called alide the In- 
formant with others of the chief of the ſaid Pariſh, and in- 
formed them, that the ſaid Cormucke with ſeven more, were 
drinking in a certain place called Crick Stickin , about a 
mile dittant from the reſidence of the (aid Bater and Smith : 
wherefore the Informant calied others of his Pariſh ( char 
were graver than the reſt) to conſulr what was beſt to be 
done in this marter , to which (he of them replyed, thac 
they durſt not give notice to the "Kings Officers, leſt they 
might be diſappointed, adding furcher , chat when ever the 
ſaid Rebels had intelligence of the Informers , they would 
come and burn their Houſes? ſoon after ; bur the Informanc 
apprehending the laviſh fear they-were poſſeſſed with , re- 
paired immediately to the ſaid Licurenant Baker's houſe 
withoont any further Conference, ſending a Lerter by - one 
Art O Quine, unto the ſaid Lieutenant Baker, ro meet the 
Informanr in an Acre of ground near the ſaid Baker's houſe 
where he accordingly came, accompanied with his Wife z where 
the Deponent declared his buſinefts, acquainting the ſaid Ba- 
ter, that hard by his houſe were a company of Tories drink- 
ing ,” fhewing him how the poor Countrey ſuſtained much 
dammage by them ,” and that now there was an opporcuni- 
ry to take ſo many of them, if he would employ his Soul- 
ers thereabour. The ſaid Lieutenant replyed, that if the De- 
ponent, would be bound that"the "Tories would abide his co- 
ming, he would' ſend for his Souldiers 4 ro which the Depo- 
nent anſwered, he could not dive into cheir thoughts, bur 
if the ſaid Baker was loch to execate his Office, he would 
po himſelf, if he might be fitted with Arms, - and help ac- 
bog! , and 'take them: Bur che ſaid Baker made this an» 
ſwer, that they did to 'the neighbourhood no dammage, - and 
that Cormacke Raver ' O- Murphy was there, who he was ſaris- 
fied che Informant would noe confent xo have flain among the

Baker made him ſome flight promiſes ro have them ſecured ; 
and in hopes of the performance of what he had promiſed, 
the\Informant departed, informing his Friends what had paſ- 
ſed herween him and” the ſaid Baker, (all which proved of 
no effet ) Notwithſtanding the Informant can depoſice upon 
Oath that the ſaid Rebels remained in the ſame Town all nigh 
drinking, at the houſe of one Richard Baths, and in the morn- 
ing were ſo drunk that their Wenches were forced to help chem 
avay, ſo that if five or ſix Countrey-men had attempted to take 
them with the uſe of their Clubs, they might have eaſily ac- 
compliſhed the enterpriz2, notwithſtanding their Fire- Arms

That after the ſaid Lieutenant Baker received intelligence 
that a certain Tcxy, by name Art HMackarale, was in one Ed- 
 mund O Quix's houle, the ſaid O-Quirn being Tenant to the 
Informants Father g and the ſaid Baker and ſome of his Soul- 
diers lying in ambuth till. aggraing about che ſaid houſe ; from 
whence then came forth the ſaid Tory , whom the Souldiers 
purſued from/the. Mountain co the Plain, where the ſaid Tory 
made his eſcapes at which che'Souldiers ſeemed much con- 
«craed and angry ;/ in which rage they took Priſoners both 
men and women that they met with , under. pretence of en- 
couraging the {aid Tory in; his flight, and that he had-given 
his, Arms ( as; he eſcaped.) to ſome women ; , among the reſt 
the Informancs nutſe was taken; and brought Priſoner co.the 
Town of Dundalt: the day following being $4nday, a certain 
Þoy came and informed _ the Deponent , that his Nurſe was 
taken by» Lieutenant Baker Aud his Souldiers , nnder che pre.

faid Mackardle with two more of his Companions, were drink-

That the Deponent having a Brother , by name Fhele- 
my Murphy, who travelling to Dundalk, paſlcd by near to the 
ſaid Enlign Foh» Smith's houle, in a certain hollow place 
where Sand and Gravel was before digged up, and who did 
he there meet bur che ſaid Baker, and the foreſaid Cormucke 
Raver O-Murphy, a Rebel and proclaumed Tory, with others 
drinking hot waters and other Liquors, the ſaid Phelemy was 
ſomewhat aſtonicd ac firſt {1ght hereof, bur the lels daunted at the 
fight of the ſaid Baker; who commanded the faid Phelemy ro 
light off his horſe, and take the Bible Oath not to reveal che 
meeting of the ſaid Tory and himſelf, ( who were exerciſing 
themſelves in wreſtling ) who preſſed ſo muck drink on the ſaid 
Phelemy, that he was altogether uncapable to go about his bu- 
ſine(s any further, ( nor recurn home ) therefore itayed all night 
in the Field : in the mean time his horſe went home withour 
him, where his friends immediately concluded he was ei- 
ther ſlain or drown'd, And "at this time William Murphy 
was Herdſman to the ſaid Baker, in the room of his bro- 
ther the ſaid Cormucke, who was turned Rebel and. Tory: 
though *cis the Informants opinion, that had they all three been 
ſhaken together in a Bag, it would puzzle the underſtanding 
of a wiſe man to pals an impartial judgement who was moſt Re- 
bel and Tory of all the three z whether Cormwucke, or his ſaid Bro- 
ther William, or the Lieutenant himſelf: for the (aid william 
Murphy, who was the ſaid Baker*s Herdſman /as before men- 
tioned) told the Deponent and ſeveral others, that he wasas a 
faichful Meſſenger employed by the ſaid Lieutenant Baker, to 
carry Powder and Ammunition from his Maſter, for the ſup- 


ply of the Tories.

That the Deponent was credibly informed by Xatherine Ati 
cirdle and ſeveral others, thac the ſaid Baker was 'God-father 
to the Child of Bryan Micardle, a proclaimed Tory: and 
the Informant had all other circumſtances relating to the ſaid

That Richard Bath who lived the ſame year in the In- 
formants Pariſh (did and ) can reſtific that what was reveal- 
ed.ro the ſaid Baker in ſecret, in order to apprehend the 
Tories that frequented the faid Barh's houſe 5 that it was 
no ſooner revealed, but the Tories were made acquainted 
therewith, repeating Yerbatins what was delivered as matter of 
Secrefie to the (aid Licutenant Baker , relating to the appre- 
hending the ſaid Tories; which being underſtood by them , 
and that the faid Bath went about to betray them; the ſaid 
Cormucke coming to his houſe, defigned to kill him , bur the 
Piece miſſing Fire, he made his efcape: it was agreed on by 
the Tories to have him hanged at his own door ; but giving 
him the liberty of raking the Oath, he ſolemnly (wore on 
che Bible never ro attempt the betraying them any more, by. 
' which means he was then ſpared. This was Fox fur to the 
Informant and Mr. william Hethrington, by the whole fami- 
ly of the ſaid Bath, which afterwards was related rothe Duke 
of Orm0nd by the Informant : With many more of the like 
cranſactions in the Countrey.

* That the ſaid Cormacke Raver O- Murphy growing very no- 
torious , at length he forſook the great Rebel Redmond Han- 
hn; and by reaſon of his dextericy in plundering and pil- 
laging , he becawe the Ring-leader of a company diſtin to 
bimſclfs and at a certain time came accompanied with two of 
his men, to the Informants Pariſh ({v2z. ) Killevey, andpiun- 
dered. three Scortch-men there reſident, (the names of which 
were given to the Duke of Ormond by the Informant, ) theſe 
three men being before Tributaries-to the ſaid Redmomad Han 
loa, it being become a cuſtome for' the Countrey people of 1re- 
land to pay a certain ſum of money to the Tories for a Paſs to 
g0 unmoleſted { about their neceſſary affairs) from the reſt of 
the Gang : the ſaid three met complaining.to the ſaid Redmond 
how they had been Ipoiled by the ſai{ Cormucke and his com- 
pany, notwithſtanding their paying for Pafs and ProteRion from 
ſuch invaſion the fad” Hanlon defired them to. have patience, 
and ro colour the matter till ſuch time as he could take che' ſaid 
Cormucke, W hereupon the ſaid Hanlon repaired towards the 
place where he knew the faid Cormucke was, and fence 
to. defire-his company to go.glong with the ſaid Hanlon ( as 
he pretefided) to take a bd&ty 5 which the ſaid Cormucke , 
not in the leaft doubting, came accordingly ro meet Hexlop ,

perfons that were robbed, and delivered them the faid 2urphy, 
tzrting his two men at liberty, upon condition they would re- 
ſtore the goods aforeſaid, and withal writ a Aitr:mus to the 
next Juſtice of the Peace, with the ſaid Cormucke Murphy ; 
who iceing himſelf liable to the ceaſure of the Law, contracted 
with the {aid Hanlon's brother ( before-mencioned ) ro give him 
201. the weck following to have his liberty, which he had ac- 
cordingly, bur without any Arms or Weapons: This being 
done in the face of the Informants Pariſh; The ſaid Cormucke 
being (er at hberty, provided hamſelt new Arms, ſends a Chal- 
tenge ro the (aid Redmond: who refuſed to appear, but made 
ſolemn proccfations to be revenged of the (aid Cormutke in pub»

The Informant receiving intelligence that one of his Horſes, 
were ſtolen, obcains'a warrant from Sir Hars Hamilton for the 
apprehending ſuch perſon or perſons in- whoſe cuſtody the ſaid 
Horſe ſhould be found which he effe&ted accordingly : and 
brought the perſons before one Sir Toby Points , one of his 
Mijeſtics Juſtices of the Peace z where the Informaat mer one 
Captain william Butler, who enquired of. the Informant if he 
had ſeen the great Rebel Hamlon Jately. to which the Infor- 
man replycd, he might eaſily. be ſeen in the Informants Pa- 
riſh, if there were any to look-after him : Upon which the ſaid 
Caprain called the Informant alide, asking him if he could 
aſſiſt him with his advice how the {aid Rebel Hanlon might be ap- 
prehended or kil'd : ro which the Dep8ent an(wered, how dan- 

crous it wasto truſt the military mea of that Kingdome ;z and 

withal related to the (aid Captain how Lieutcnane Baker had 

ſerved him in that marcer ; ' adding, that if any Giligent and 

faithful Souldiers had taken the cauſe in hand, the ſaid Hanlon 

had not tyrannized over poor people for ewo years laſt paſt: 

to which che ſaid Captain anſwered, if that ſervice was bur 

once accompliſhed , the ſaid Baker ſhould be disbanded : the

formanc told the Captain he would by one means or other ia- 
cite 'the ſaid Cormucke to this ſervice, if the ſaid Captain 
chought no danger would enſue; thereon : hereupon the Cap- 
tain approved highly of the deſign, and defired the Informanc 
ro promiſe the taid Cormucke rwenty Guineas and his Par- 
don; and that he might have free regreſs ro the ſaid Cap- 
tain ſeeing he was hitherto no Murtherer, though a Rob- 
ber and Rebel : all which the Captain deſired ro be done ia 
his name.

That the Informant made diligent ſearch and enquiry. after 
the ſaid Cormucke ſeveral days, and when he had found him, 
he privately declared ro him what ſervice he was to do, wich 
Captain Butler's propolitions for the performance of the lame: 
withal the Infotmant told him, he would give him five pounds 
of his own ever and above.

That the Informant having delivered the meſſage, the aid 
Cormucke made the following Objections, ( v#z. ) that there 
was great difficulty that attended the accompliſhment of the ſaid 
deſign, by reaſon of the mutual correſpondency that was held 
berween him and ſeveral of-cthe Officers of the Kings Army , 
as alſo his intimacy with many: of the Romiſh Clergy, chough 
he the ſaid Cormucke confeſſed he knew no Company leſs con- 
cerned than the ſaid Captain Butler's, by realon they were 
newly come to the Countrey, though five therein held corre- 
ſpondency with the ſaid Hanlon, who by his Letters received 
daily encouragement that in a ſhort time he ſhould ſee war : 
and it was that expe&ation which obſtructed his departing the 
Kingdome before that timez nevertheleſs he the ſaid Cormucke 
would work. a device to have him deſtroyed or taken , with 
the aſſiſtance of Captain Bu#ler aforeſaid.

Then the Deponent related to the Cap- 
tain what an opportunity was loſt, for want of the ſaid Cap- 
tain Bytler's being at home ; for he further added, how the 
Spy the Informant had imployed, brought him intelligence 
where they were that ſpoiled the Countrey; to which, the 
ſaid Captain Cox anſwered, the Informant might have a 
Company of Soldiers to go with the Spy to w_ Hanlon 3, 
but the Deponent ſaid, the ſaid Spy had been before fright- 
ened by Enfign John Smrith, and was confident the Soldiers 
would betray him, except he might have conference with 
the Captain himſelf 5 and therefore the Spy at the Infor- 
mants return, ſaid, he had rather ſtay till Captain Butler 
came home, and that in the interim he would, by the means 
of ſome Stratagem, cauſe the Tories to remain thereabouts, 
which he did by Stealing their Horſes, and bringing them 
remote from the place where they were, and left them there : 
The Deponent's brethren and others fiadiog the faid Horles, 
| t them to Sir Hanes Hemmilton ( not knowing the 
defigns ,) and purſued all fuch as enquired after them. 


XLI. 


That the Informant, when Sir Hens Hamilton and Captain 
Butler came to Dundalk, aformed Sir Hans of the ſeveral 
tranſactions, and of Sith and Baker; 1o that the ſaid Sir 
Hears defired Captain Avore to draw up the Deponent's in- 
formation againſt $wi#h and Boker, which he according}: 
did: 'but the Depournt deſired their fecrecy therein ti 
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Hnlcn the great Rebel might be taken, which the Depo- 
nent hoped 1n a ſhort time to effect z and added, that Cap- 
tain Butler's abſence was the cauſe cf his eſcape hitherto 5 
but alſo informed them, if they in the lealt doubted of the 
truth of his Informations agaivſt the ſaid Smith and Baker, 
he could produce Forty to confirm the ſame, ſo they might 
come privately z and at that inſtant, one Phelemy Murphy 
paſſing by, was called in, and asked, if ever he ſaw Szith 
or Baker in company with the Tories, aſſociating themſelves 
together in any recreations ? and whether he was ſworn to 
keep ſecrecy of their meeting? And the ſaid Phelemy re- 
plied to this purpoſe ( to Sir Hans) Dear Sir, do not give 
occaſion that I may be hanged or murdered, between the 
Soldiers and the Tories ;z and moreover I have my Fathers 
Curſe, if I give an Information againſt S--ith or Beker; bur 
the verity I (hall declare to your ſelf another time, but not 
by way of Information. Then replied Sir Hars, | perceive 
the Prieſt ſpeaks the truth, and you ſhall; and you, quoth he 
to the ſaid Phelemy ſhall appear at the Allize; but he an- 
fiyered the contrary, that he would not 3 and hereupon Sir 
Hans departed to another Room. 


XLII. 


| That the Deponent had information by the Wife of the 
ſaid Spy ( viz. ) Hugh Murphy, that he kept a feigned cor- 
reſpondency with the Tories, and that he went in great 
danger, by reaſon they began to have ſome ſuſpition of him, 
for that he would not be competitor in their Robberies ; 
whereupon the Deponent went to the Captain, and made 
him acquainted with all, and the ſaid Captain repaired to Sir 
Hans Hamilton to have his advice therein, which done, came 
to the Deponent, and ordered him to acquaint the Spy to 

' give them notice of the firſt and moſt convenient oppor- 
tunity in that matter 3 the Said Spy did dayly ſend the State 
of the Tories, which the Deponeat communicated to Cap- 
tain Butler in writing by a certain Damſel, to avoid ſuſpi- 
tion. 


XLIII. 


That about the latter end of 0Fober, 1679. the ſaid Spy 
came to the Informant, and told him that the Tories would 
endeavour to get a booty about Dwndalk, and that himſelf 
te would 
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would come along with them, and that when they went to 
hide it till the time of diſtribution, he would give the Depo- 
nent cogniſance of the place, that the Company of Soldiers 
might be placed in Ambuſh hard by, that when the faid To- 
ries came to divide the ſpoil, they might be ſurprized. 


XLIV. 


That about this matter, the Informant repaired to the faid 
Captain Butler, and made him acquainted with the opportuni- 
ty that ſeemed to offer it ſelf; the ſaid Captain in his anſwer, 
among other diſcourſes,told the Deponear, that one Eſq; Hid, 
a Privy Councellor, defigned to Impriſon the Deponeat, 
wherefore the ſaid Deponent defired the Captain to'accompa- 
ny -him to the faid Eſq; HZ, to know what he had to alledg 
againſt him, which the Captain did z coming there, the ſaid 
Captain gave Eſq; Hi tounderitand the Informants bulineſg, 
which was to know what he had committed worthy of cen- 
ſure. The ſaid Eſq; having called the Iaformant, required of 
bim by what authority he exerciſed his Prieſtly fuation ? The 
Deponent replied, by the ſame that all the Prieſts in the King- 
dom did theirs. Burt the faid HZ proceeded to examine, 
whether the Deponeat was authorized by Oliver Pluncket to 
fay Maſs? But the Deponent anſwered, Sir Hans Hamilton 
was able to give a good account of hjm z-and that he thought 
there was no ſuch neceſſity for fo {tri& an examinati on, ſeeing 
he was bound over to proſecute fuch matters as Sir Hers was 
acquainted with,, as an Evidence in the Kings beha/f.. With 
that, the ſaid Hz/l enquired if the Informant knew one Doxe- 
ley, or did he in Verbs Sacerdotis, receive any Knives from 
the Tories? The [aformant anſwered, he never received any 
Kaives from the Tories in his Life, Lieutenant Baker bei 

preſent, told the ſaid Hill, that the Informant, 4 rihewa, 
continual correſpondency with the Tories ; to which the De- 
ponent, replied, that he never was ſo familiar with them as to 
be Goſlip to their Children, nor aſſociated himſelf in their 
company, as the Lieutenant had done in ſeveral places, and 
to the knowledg of many perſons that could prove many 
more fats of that kind agaiaſt him than he was aware of: At 
the hearing of this reply from the Depooene, the ſaid Lieu- 
tenant Baker requeſies leave from the ſaid Hzl/ tg take off the 
Informants Head, rather than he ſhould be admiitted.to ſpeak 
any further ; which the faid Hi/{ denied him. The L ge 
fiirther added,that he — Baker his ſervice againſt oi 
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the Tories, which he would never accept of ; at which Baker 
hereat, ſaid, who ſhould accept ſervice at the hands of an 
excommunicated perſon, as the Deponent appeared ta be? tor 
that himſelf was aſſured he was excommunicated by his Pri- 
mat' ( viz.) Plancket, and withal appealed to Captain Bowl!- 
on, to bear witneſs what he ſaid was very true: The Depo- 
nent being before well ſatisfied with the ſaid Boulton and Bu- 
kers confederacy with Pluncket, to carry on the Plot by means 
of the Tories, as well as conniviog at Plyncket's Provincial 
Councel for the deſtruQion of all the Proteſtants 3 and the ſaid 
Baker delivering a Letter ( wherein conſiſted the weal of the 
Three Kingdoms) to inform the ſaid Plnrcket and the reſt of 
the Confpirators, of the 'diabolical councel at Artpatrich , 
that therefore the Deponent dared not to take any notice of 
the ſaid Plot before them, deſired ofly, that the ſaid H51l 
and the reſt would bear him witneſs, that the ſaid Baker faid 
the Deponent was denounced excommunicated; 2cquainting 
them further, if he was cenſured by them worthy of 1mpri- 
ſonment, he would relieve himſelf by a Habezs Corpus, to have 
the matter to Dybliz, and that there he would manifeſt all 
"their Knavery; but the ſaid Hi// anſwered, he would hinder 
his Habess Corps. The Deponent in the words of Paxl, re- 
plied, Thow whited wall, ball T not have the priviledg of the 
Tawe Upon which, Hl! wrote a Mittimmus, that Edarondl Pfar- 
pby ſhould be ſent to Priſon without Bail 6r Mainprize. The 
Deponent not — hope altogether, that when Sir 
Hans Hamilton cameto the Countrey he ſhould have his en- 
largement procured; in the interim the Depottent made his 
application to'one Mir. Win Hitheringtok, fnewed him the 
everal abuſes that Was put vpot hins;, for eworthinps 3 Firſt, 
his endeavour to ſuppreſs the-Tories. Second!y, His — 
manifeſt that —_— was privately to be'mvaded by 


foraign enemy, thtough the tnezrs of ſeveral Confpirators. 
To which relation Mr. Hetheri/gtok ſearce gave credit z bur 
for the better confirmation, Jawes Mackerira, the faid Plance 
kers man, cattie to the Depodent'inPrifon, atidfaying inthe 
hearing of Mr. Hethrington, how treacherous the Deponent 
had been in betrayitity the councel Held at Arrpatrick afore- 
faid ; and that he was fate Primat Piancket would never be 
concerned to have him releaſed, ('the ſaid 'Mackenre not at 
all doubting thit Mr. Hether3&pt6z tobk notice of his diſ- 
courſe ) but the Depotient t6Id hit, if it was to be done 
again, he ſhould do it'the very next day. 


T | XLV. 
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That the Spy whom the Deponent had formerly employed 
to find out the Tories, was now encouraged by Captaia 
Butler and Sir Hens Hamilton to keep correſpondency with 
the Tories, and accompany them, till ſuch time he might 
have an opportunity to betray them all at once; the ſaid To- 
ries with the forementioned Spy, having obtained their hearts 
delire, by furprizing a conſiderable booty near Dundalk, be- 
ing in company with Fourteen of the ſaid Rebels, who laid 
up the prize in a place for that purpoſe till it might be di- 
vided at a time appointed 3 at this trme the ſaid Spy conclu- 
ded it a convenient opportunity to have his ead accompliſh- 
cd, by placiag an ambuſh near where the ſaid booty was hid, 
and that at rhe time of diſtributing they might be takea 
hereupon the Spy enquired narrowly after the Depanznt, and 
hearing that he was apprehended, ſends his Brothers Wife to 
acquaint him, that all that formerly he endeavoured to ac- 
compliſti, was juſt now brought near to a period, if he the 
ſaid Spy might be bur ſecured, and that nothing might be laid 
to his charge tor accompanying the Tories, ſeeing 1t was toa 
good end. Upon this Information, the Informant ſends for 
Mr. Hetherington, to whom he imparted the whole matter, 
which the ſaid Hefberington hearing, promiſed the Spy Ten 
pounds of his own Money, for his good fervice, and forth-- 
with .defired the Deponeat might be careful to let Captain 
Butler and Captain Cox be acquainted therewith ; and fur- 
ther, the Deponeat deſired the (aid Captain Buzler, that one 
of the Witneſſes whom the Doponzat named, ( who after 
was caſt into Priſon for a pretended miſdem2anour ) might 
be privately bound over to proſecute the matter, which Cap- 
tain Bxtler condeſcended'to-; but Captain Cox would by no 
means take Bail for him, for that S#2zth and Beker had order- 
ed the contrary, and being over(cersof the (aid Priſon, pre- 
_ vail'd to have the Witneſſes tranſported without Jadg, Jury, 
Witacſs, -or Accuſer : la this Confuſion, the opportunity of 
apprehending the Tories as aforeſaid, was loſt. 


XLVI. 


- "That Mr. Hetherington, by intelligence the received at 
Dundath, both from the Witneffes and others, was fo well 
ſatisfied if1 the matter; fo that he reproved Szri#h and Baker 
: of 
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of their unjuſt proceedings, as well in reference to the Tories, 
as tothe Letter the Deponent intruſted them with, touching 
the Provincial Council, mentioned in the Deponent's Narra- 
tive of the Plot; withal the ſaid Mr. Hetherington defired the 
Deponent not to concern himſelf with Sir Hans Hamilton, or 
any other, till ſuch time he might be relieved by a Habeas Cor- 
p43 and himſelf engaged all he was worth upon the Depo- 
nent's juſt and lawful Cabuſe z after which,the faid Mr. Hethe- 
rirgton departed to Dublin and Imprifoned Pluncket ; the 
next day following, the Deponent ſent him many conſiderable 
Papers touching the Plot, and Money to have himſelf, the faid 
Deponent, telteved by a Habeas Corpas, which things the 
Informant-ſent by the Jaylor's Brother, who delivered nei- 
ther Money nor Papers to Mr. Hetherington, but only the 
Pope's Bull, which the Meſſenger thought ro be ſome Leaſe 
appertaining to the Deponent, otherwiſe had retained that 
alſo. The faid Hgh, the Jaylor's Brother, having betrayed 
the Deponent, by keeping his Papers and Money, anddiſco- 
vering the matters therein contained to Smith and Baker, who 
underſtood, that one Art Marphy ( which the Deponent na- 
med for a Witneſs ) had ſomewhat to inform againſt them, 
got a Mittimus from Captain Boxltor to have him committed 
(for ſome pretended tnifdemeanour) to Priſon, where he was 
yoaked and chained, which the Deponent finding fault with, 
was ſcrved the ſame ſauce, whereds he before had his liberty 
to go abroad with his Keeper, keeping the ſaid De t 
from any ſuſtenance from to Fridey, only a piece of 
Bread that one of the Prifoners ſtole, the Deponent partook 
of, this being done by 8axith and Baker's command.

That during this extremity of the Deponent's, my Lord 
Lieutenant (+iz._) the Duke of Ormond, was made acquaint- 
ed by Capt. Butler and Capt. Cox, that a certain Prieſt was 
groſly abuſed, for giving information in the Kings behalf of a 

ederacy that was between ſome of the Officers of the At- 
my and the Tories, which the ſaid Prieſt, or De t; de« 
fired to be ſecretly kept till the Tories might be taken; which 
matter the Duke of 0rwond hearing, took it in further con- 
fideration. The Deponent's Friends hearing of his troubles, 
tequeſted the Jaylor that he would take the Priſoner to his 
own Houſe, for which he ſhould be conſidered, and that the 
Informant ſhould be perfwaded to give in Bail in a ——

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which requeſt of theirs was granted : In the interim all the 
Petitions that the Informant ſent to the D. of Ormond, and 
other Letters to Mr. Hetherington (then in Dublin ) were ſtop- 
_ ped in the Poſt-office,by the means of the ſaid Smith and Baker. 
The Deponent having obtained more liberty than before, 
feared it ſhould coſt him his Life, therefore determined to go 
to Dublin, and leave his Brother ſecurity till he returned, be- 
ing before informed by the ſaid Mr. Hetherington, ina Letter, 
that he had taken Plemcket, and that a Habeas Corpws would 
be ready for the Deponent 3 which he no fooner underſtocd, 
but went (without taking notice of any perſon) with all the 
expedition he could for Dubliz, and at his arrival acquainted 
ſeveral there how he had eſcaped the hands of violence; and 
at that inſtant the Informants grievances was carried before 
the D. of Ormond again, who ſcnt for the Deponeat the next 
day, to whom he related the whole bufjneſs of the Officers and 
Tories 3 to all which, the ſaid Duke promiſed, that juſtice 
ſhould be done, and that the Country ſhould be redrefled, 
and withal, acknowledged, that he had received the Depo- 
nent's Letter, encloſed 1n Capt. Butlers, touching theſe mat- 
ters, a year before. |

That the Informant, immediately after this conference with 
the D. of Ormond, repaired to Mr. Hetherington, and related 
to him all the paſſages that had paſt between them, particular- 
ly, of the Excommunication that was denounced againſt the 
Informant, that malice was the original cauſe thereof; to 
which the ſaid Hetherizgtor replied, that it wasalmoſt impoſ- 
ſible, as well as improbable, to have any juſtice done againſt 
the ſaid Pluncket, by reaſon of his ſtrong faCtion, nor in any 
other matters relating thereunto;z the Informant not taking 
\ much notice of the reply, informed the ſaid Hetherington, if 
he would accompany the Deponent to the North, he would 
produce evidence to prove the whole that before he had re- 
vealed, and more allo.

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Order of Reference was granted to Sir Hans Hamilton, and a 


, Letter'to take Bail for ſuch Evidence as was 1n Priſon afore- 


ſaid, which the Deponent no ſooner received, bur acquaint- 


ed Mr. Hetherington, who went with the Deponent, under the - 


denomination of a Fryer which was lately come from Rome, 
by which means he learned ſeyera] matters relating to the 
Plot and other affairs : the Informant came to Sit Hans Hy- 
-vi/tons, and* brought Bail with him fox the Evidence afore- 
ſaid but Sir Hs ſaid, he would as well fummons the reſt that 
were not Impriſoned; in the mean time the Informant com- 
plained he wanted ſafe condu& to proſecute his affairs, to 
which he alſo anſwered, there was no ſuch neceſſity, ſeeing 
the D. of Ormond did think it needful to ſend ſuch affiſtance 
at firſt : Hereupon the Informant conſulted with Mr. Zether- 
ington, and ſo determined to proſecute the deſig.

That the ſaid Lieutenant Baker, in the mean time, had in- 
telligence of the Informant's Order of Reterznce from the 
Lord Lieutenant, came therefore with ſeveral Armed men to 
the Deponent's Meeting-place, with a deſign to kill him, but 
was diſappointed, finding none but the Curat z notwithſtand- 
ing took the Informant's Brother, and plundered ſeveral of his 
Friends, and in the night time ſent the Tories to find out the

dences in Priſon, with ſeveral of their Friends, and acquaint: 
ed Mr. Hetherington and the Deponent, both by Letters and 
word of mouth, that the ſaid Evidences and Priſoners could 
not ſupport their lives under ſuch miferies they endured 
by the means of $»ith and Baker, the Gaoler not contenting 


himſelf to Bolt, Yoak, and Chain them, beating them with 


an Iron Bar ( whereby they had loſt much Blood ) and this 
was to force them to 4 an inſtrument for their tranſporta- 
tion, ſo that their Evidence might not be given againſt the 
faid S-vith and Boker; hereupon Mr. Hetherington repaired 
to acquaint the D. of Ormond, which tranfattions he accor- 
diogly related, and left it to his conſideration.
